9. Administration 


an “administrator,” at first ap- 
pointed by the Governor from a list 
of two persons named in the mea- 
sure, and, béginniing in 1944, to be 
elected by the voters. He would re- 
ceive a salary of $10,000 per year 
payable in warrants. He would ap- 
point a chief deputy administrat- 
or, whose salary would also be 
$10,000 per year, and three assist- 
ant administrators with salaries of 


$9,000 per year, all payable in war- 
rants. In case of resignation or 
death, the administrator would be 
succeeded by the chief deputy ad- 
ministrator. The office of adminis- 
trator is to be non-partisan; the 
nominating petition filing fee for | 
this office is to be $500. The admin- 
istrator would be subject to recall. 

The administrator would’ be 
strictly independent of the other | 
branches of government. He would 
NOT be responsible to the Gover- 
nor, the Legislature, or the State 
Courts, and, until the election of 
1944, the voters have no control 
over him except by recall. Through 
his control of the bank, he and his 
three associates would control the 
issuance of warrants, the receipt of | 
all money, and all other banking 
operations. Through his power of 
nomination, he could dominate the 
tax commission until the positions 
are eventually filled by the voters. 
The administrator would have the| 
power to call special elections for: 
the purpose of submitting proposed 
amendments to the voters. 

The “Credit Clearing Bank” 
would be administered by a board 
of seven directors consisting of the 
administrator, two assistant ad- 
ministrators, the State Controller 
and the controllers of the two larg- 
est counties in the State. The di- 
rectors would serve without extra’! 
Salary. 

The gross income tax would be 
administered by a 
sion” consisting of three members, 
first appointed by the Governor, | 
upon nomination by the adminis- 
trator, for staggered six-year terms 
and subsequently elected by the 
voters, They would receive salaries | 
of $10,000 per year payable in cash. 
The rules and regulations of the tax | 
commission would have the force of 
law and would carry such penal- 
ties as the commission deemed ne- | 
cessary. 

A “State Board of Economics” 
consisting of thirty-four members, | 
partly ex officio and parly ap- 
pointed by industrial groups, is pro- 
vided for. This board would act in! 
an advisory capacity. 

10. Constitutionality Clause 

With respect to constitutionality 
of the plan, the act prohibits the 
courts interfering with the opera- 
tion of the act. It also repeals any 
Section of the State Constitution | 
which is in conflict therewith. Fi- 
nally, it provides that if any section | 
or clause of the act is found to be! 
unconstitutional (presumably refers} 
to United States Constitution) the 
remainder of the act shall not be, 
affected thereby. 

ll. Effective Date of Proposal 

From the standpoint of setting 
up administrative machinery, the 
act becomes effective five days af- 
ter passage. The first pension pay- 
ments would be made twelve weeks 
after passage of the act.

ficult to determine exactly just 
what might happen if the amend- 
ment were adopted by the voters of 
California next November. The plan 
would have to rin the gamut of 
many possible obstacles, including 
(1) the United States Constitution; 
(2) the inability of the administra- 
tors to put the plan’s administra- 
tive machinery into operation; (3) 
the unwillingness of business firms 
to accept the warrants in trade; (4) 
the disinclination of taxpayers to 
acquire and use warrants for tax- 
paying purposes; (5) the impossi- 
bility of converting warrants into 
cash for financing interstate com- 
merce; (6) the possibility of sky- 
rocketing price levels; and (7) the 
possible paralysis of governmental 
finances. 

The following comments, there- 
fore, embody a number of mathe- 
matical and other assumptions bas- 
ed partly on what could be ex- 
pected if the plan operated as pro- 
mised by the promoters and partly 
on what might happen if the plan 
failed, 

1. Estimated Qualified Pension- 
ers Approximately 1,000,000 

The United States Census of 1930 
indicated there were at that time 
1,160,455 people in California over

Germany Lays Siege To 
Warsaw; French Claim 
West Front Advances

ROME (lP)—Reports increased to- 
day that another Italian peace at- 
tempt will be made soon, 


They apparently were based on: 

1. Press’ dispatches indicating 
that Warsaw may fall within the 
next few days. 

2. Belief in usually well inform- 
ed circles that if an effort toward 
peace were made, it would come im- 
mediately following the fall of War- | 
saw. 

3. Persistent reports during the 
last few days that Premier Benito 
Mussolini may make an important 
speech this weekend. 

Such an effort, according to us- 
ually well informed circles, would be 
aimed at bringing Britain, France, 
Germany, and Italy to a four power 
conference. 

Exactly how much an offer would 
be made has not yet been defined, 
although it was pointed out that 
Mussolini would seem the logical 
man to undertake it since he has | 
been praised by both England and/' 
France 1or previous peace efforts.

other's shipping. } 

The whereabouts of the Bremen! 
had been a mystery since she left; 
New York August 30 without pas- ; 
sengers, cargo or mail, in response 
to orders from Berlin to get home 
quickly. She had been detained two 
days in New York, over the angry 
protests of her operators, while cus- 
toms men searched her for guns or 
contraband. The day she left, two 
British destroyers had been report- 
ed lurking off the New York coast. : 
That was three days before Britain 
declared war, but not enough for the | 
Bremen to have reached home be- 
fore the British fleet blockaded | 
Baltic, 

Fjords near Reykjavik make ex- |

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Hezekiah: A King Who Remembered God 


HIGHLIGHTS ON THE SUNDAY SCHOOL LESSON 


By NEWMAN CAMPBELL 

(The International Uniform 
Lesson on the above topic for 
Sept. 10 is II Chronicles, 30, the 
Golden Text being Psalm 80:3, 
“Turn us again, O God; and cause 
Thy face to shine, and we shall 
be saved.’’) 


THE LAST king whose life we 
studied was Uzziah, a king who 
forgot God in his pride, and so 
came to grief. Today we learn 
about Hezekiah, grandson of Uz- 
giah, son of Ahaz. Ahaz, too, was 
a wicked king. 

Hezekiah was only 25 years old 
when he came to the throne of 
Judah, and the first thing he did 
was to order the temple at Jeru- 
salem cleaned thoroughly. All the 
filth that had accumulated was 
thrown out and all made clean, 
and the doors were repaired. He

selves now and sanctify the 
house of the Lord God of your 
fathers, . . . For our fathers 
have trespassed and done that 
which was evil in the eyes of the 
Lord our God, and have turned 
away their faces from the habita- 
tion of the Lord, and also turned 
their backs. . . . Wherefore the 
wrath of the Lord was upon Judah 
and Jerusalem, and He hath de- 
livered them to trouble.” 

So the priests and Levites sanc- 
tified themselves and they sanc- 
tified the temple, too, in eight 
days. 

Then Hezekiah declared that at 
& certain time they would hold 
the Feast of the Passover, and he 
had letters written to all parts of 
Judah and Israel, asking the peo- 
ple to come to Jerusalem for the 
Passover. Many in_ far-away 
places scoffed and would not go to 
the feast, but a great company 
arrived. And when they had come 
they ‘‘took away the altars that 
were in Jerusalem (the heathen 
altars) and all the altars for in- 
cense, and cast them into the 
brook Kidron.” 


Israelites Make Confession 


Then they killed the Passover 
and kept the feast of unleavened 
bread for seven days, “offering 
peace offerings. and making con- 
fession to the Lord God of their 
fathers.” 

The king and the princes gave 
them many bullocks and sheep to 


kill for the feast, and for seven 
more days they feasted in great 
gladness. But some of those who 
came to keep the Passover had 
not time. to properly cleanse and 
sanctify themselves, according to 
the Jewish law. So King Hezekiah 
prayed for these, saying, “The 
good Lord pardon everyone.” 

“And the Lord hearkened unto 
Hezekiah,” the story says, “and 
healed the people.” 

“And all the congregation of 
Judah, with the priests and the 
Levites, and all the congregation 
that came out of Israel, and the 
strangers that came out of Israel, 
and that dwelt in Judah, rejoiced.” 

So much did the good King 
Hezekiah do for his people at the 
beginning of his reign. Image:

he also carried through a vreat 
engineering feat by cutting a tun- 
nel under Ophel Hill from a spring 
east of Jerusalem outside the city 
walls, to the Pool of Siloam, which 
was at that time within the walls, 
so that the city had a water sup- 
ply in case of siege. This was done 
when the king of Assyria, Sen- 
nacherib, came and threatened to 
fight against Jerusalem. 

This same Sennacherib tried to 
turn the people against Hezekiah 
by telling them that the Lord God 
of Israel could not help them and 
they would be left to perish of 
hunger and thrist, for Hezekiah 
had broken the images and the al- 
tars, and that he, Sennacheri, 
would conquer the people of Heze- 
kiah. 

But the Lord listened to the 
prayers of Hezekiah and Isaiah, 
and sent an angel to “cut off the 
mighty men of valour” of the 
enemy and Sennacherib had to go 
home ashamed, and was killed by 
his own sons. 

Today, as in those olden times, 
people forget God and what they 
owe him in love and worship. For 
these let us learn part of the 
twelfth chapter of Ecclesiastes, 
“Remember now thy creator in 
the days of thy youth, while the 
evil days come not, nor the years 
draw nigh, when thou shalt say, I 
have no pleasure in them.”
